Despite unofficial reports from his 
bedside th a t he w as “b etter,” fol­ 
lowing a second operation in connec­ 
tion w ith his serious 
illness 
with 
pleurisy, the feeling grew am ong his 
friends and adm irers th at the series 
of m ishaps culm inating in his pres 
ent condition m ark the beginnm g of 
a decline in the m usical career of 
the m ost brilliant tenor the world 
has ever known. 
No one but m em bers of the family, 
the six attending physicians and the 
nursing staff has been perm itted to 
see Caruso since his illness became 
adm ittedly serious th is week. 
But his apartm ents in the hotel 
V anderbilt have been deluged with 
m essages of condolence 
from 
all 
parts of the world and w ith great 
bouquets of flowers. 
Caruso him self, ever an optim ist, 
has not a t any tim e conceded the 
possibility of his perm anent retire­ 
m ent from the stage, according to re­ 
ports here from the sickroom, and 
has constantly evidenced the great 
est cheerfulness, despite the severe 
pain he has som etim es suffered.

The question of 
the 
chauffeur's 
authority to bind the owner of a car 
for service and repairs is one that 
should be of particular interest to 
garage keepers, repair men and own­ 
ers, says Leslie Childs, legal editor 
I of American Motorist, writing in that 
publication. 
Says Mr. Childs: 
“The general rule is that an own­ 
er is not liable for service of this 
kind unless be has ordered it or 
caused it to be ordered. 
This rule, 
however, 
has 
some exceptions, as 
where a servant who, in the scope of 
his employment, gives the order, in 
which event the owner will be bound: 
this upon the doctrine that what one 
can do himself he can also do by an 
agent. 
But ev an in cases of this 
kind some nice questions of fact 
may arise as to the extent of the 
authority relegated, unless it is ap­ 
parent or can be plainly establish­ 
ed. 
“It often happens that an accident 
will occur while the car is# In the 
possession of the chauffeur that re­ 
quires the attention of a repair man 
if the chauffeur is to complete the 
journey he is upon. 
In cases of this 
kind the chauffeur may not have the 
required amount of money at hand 
and he may not be in a position to 
communicate w ith his employer rela­ 
tive to charging the account. 
“The repair man or garage keep­ 
er may be acquainted with the finan­ 
cial responsibility of the owner, but 
may hesitate to execute 
an 
order 
given by the chauffeur, through fear 
that the order may not be approved 
by the owner. In a situation of this 
kind a slight knowledge of the law 
governing the liability for repairs 
of the kind may prove of consider­ 
able value to the parties concerned. 
“Cases of this kind seem to be di­ 
vided into two classes—first, where 
the breakdown or damage requires 
repairs of a permanent and lasting 
character, such as the adding of new 
parts, 
or 
practically 
rebuilding; 
second, w here only temporary repairs 
are required that will enable the 
chauffeur to continue on the Im­ 
mediate business in hand. 
W hether 
the repairs fall within the first or 
the second class will, it seems, gov­ 
ern the liability of the owner for the | 
payment of the charges. The points! 
have been passed upon by the courts 
in several instances, so may be con­ 
sidered as fairly well settled.”

RUGS PAY TUITION 
OF COLLEGE STUDENT 


DES MONIES, Dec. RI—Sargis Der 
Michelin is Retting an American edu­ 
cation at Grinnell College. 
Back at 
his home in Turkey, his family is 
attending to supplying the where­ 
withal for that education, Just as tho 
American mothers and fathers do. 
Contrary to the American custom, 
however, it isn’t a case in which fa­ 
ther incloses the monthly check in 
a brief letter, signs himself ‘Lovingly 
Dad” and considers his duty done for 


the time. 
It isn’t so simple a mat­ 
ter in Turkey. 
Back in Turkey the parents bun­ 
dle together 
a 
few Oriental rugs 
whenever Sargis' funds are running 
low, dispatch the rugs to Dr. J. Ed­ 
ward Birbye in Des Moines, 
and 
then it is up to Dr. Kirbye to turn 
the rugs into cash for Sargis’ bene­ 
fit. 
Recently Dr. Kirbye received three 
rugs from the Michelin family. The 
two others are very old, 
something 
near a hundred years old, and Dr. 
Kirbye hopes that they will bring 
reborn $500 to further his protege’s 


education. 
Histories 
of 
the two 
rugs will be included with the pur­ 
chase. 
Dr. Kirbye anticipated no trouble 
in selling tho rugs, and is expecting 
more of them from time to time.

BERLIN, Dec. 3L—The who‘e in- 
dustrial socialization problem, which 
caused such a flurry after the “revo­ 
lution,’' has gradually concentrated 
until now It is centered around the 
socialization of the coal mines. For­ 
mulation of a socialization bill is now 
entrusted to a “committee of 14,” 
under the 
Relchswirtschaftsrat. 
It 
is believed this committee will find a 
middle way 
between the 
so-called 
I^ederer plan (full. Immediate social­ 
ization gradually within a period of 
30 
years). 
Investigation 
indicates 
that the majority of the German 
workmen stand behind the idea of 
full socialization of the mines. There 
can be no doubt that it would be 
easy to throw the torch of a new 
general strike among the ranks of 
the miners were the government to 
seek to sidestep at this time. 
Workers Grow Tired. 
The workmen are becoming tired 
of much talk about socialization and 
little action. 
But, everybody con­ 
cerned is finding it difficult to put 
into practice a real scheme of either 
full or partial socialization. 
A clear proposal has come only 
from the former first director of the 
Thyssen concern, Bergassessor Hor­ 
ten. Horton, organizer of the great 
works at Helterdlngen, one of the 
biggest 
plants 
In the 
world, has 
created the enmity of the capitalists 
and won the friendship of working 
circles through his schemes. Horten 
contends that coal socialization done 
is insufficient and even Impossible. 
He 
would 
socialize 
a number of 
branches. His plan contemplates mak­ 
ing one great factory organization 
out of a number of kinds of plants 
In the Ruhr district and placing this 
under control of the community at 
Ic ge. With this great factory or­ 
ganization as a basis, be would add 
other lines from time to time, until 
at the end of, say ten years, the 
whole country had been socialized. 
He holds that coal alone cannot be 
socialized because of the fact that It 
is intertwined with other lines like 
coal and steel. 
He would socialize only industries 
which are fully developed and whose 
existence 
is indispensable 
to the 
common welfare. Lines which 
re­ 
quire especial inventive 
talent or 
research—which would be fostered 
more by Individual initiative 
than 
otherwise—he would leave unsocial­ 
ized. In other words, he would take 
only works 
from 
which 
no new 
progress can be expected. Coal, iron 
and the like have, in general, reach­ 
ed their high point in development. 
And. many Industries, he claims, do 
not, want to progress further; 
in 
fact, they buy up patents and scrap 
them rather than utilize them. 
Big Business Interested 
While the socialization people are 
busy 
with their schemes, a 
great 
massing of capital is occurring, tak­ 
ing the form .of concentration of va­ 
rious big enterprises.' The greatest 
brains of Germany are interested in 
the latest concentration movement. 
In the Stinnes concern are such men 
as 
General 
Director 
Voegler, 
a 
Relchstae representative, and Emil 
Kirdoff In the concentrated Rtinnes 
croup belong coals, electrical works, 
iron mines, cast steel works, auto 
works and shipping interests. The 
concern has interests in the Ham­ 
burg 
Amerika 
line, the 
Deutsch- 
Ostafrika line, and number of ship­ 
building concerns. Stillness concern 
I has also an Influence—direct or in­ 
direct—in at least 200 German news­ 
papers. 
The second great concern is the 
jKloeckner with interests in mines 
land numerous factories, while 
the 
’big Thyssen concern has ironworks, 
mines, machine works and shipbuild­ 
ing. 


jLEAVFS RIG FST ATE 
TO ADOPTED CHILD 


HEAVY SNOWS TIE 
UP MUCH FREIGHT 


REDDING, 
Dec. 
31. — Twenty- 
eight hundred tons of freight is piled 
up at Bartle, the eastern terminus 
of the McCloud railroad, awaiting 
transportation to the various P. G. 
and E. power development sites in 
the eastern part of Shasta county. As 
there is seven feet of snow in Dead 
Horse canyon, on the road between 
Bartle and Fall River mills, hauling 
by auto truck is impossible.

A more drastic policy of license 
revocation as a means of enforcing 
the state motor vehicle act Is recom­ 
mended by Charles J. Chena, super­ 
intendent of the state motor vehicle 
department. 
For those classed as 
first offenders after conviction for 
speeding or disregard of the rules of 
the road, he would revoke their li­ 
censes for from 30 days to three 
months, depending upon the grav­ 
ity of the offense. 
Second offenders 
would forfeit their license for six 
months and those who were convict­ 
ed a third time would be forbidden 
to drive for a year. 
Chenu says he makes these recom­ 
mendation0 as a result of an exami­ 
nation of records in his office, show­ 
ing that speeders who have twice 
been convicted and then warned that 
? third offense will result In 
their, 
licenses being cancelled, have been, 
partiaularly careful to observe the 
law. 
Although the law does not require 
it, Chenu sends to each person who 
has been convicted twice for speed­ 
ing, a warning that a third conviction 
will causo the loss of the license j 
He says this has been an effective 
means of cheeking the offenders. He 
believes that autoists would be par- 
t’cularlv careful to observe all sec­ 
tions of the motor vehicle act if they 
realized that the infraction would re­ 
sult in the license revocation. 
‘I would make this apply to Sec­ 
tion 20 (Rules of the Road) and Sec­ 
tion 22 (Speeding),’’ Chenu said “and 
T believe the result would be a better 
observance of the law. When an auto­ 
ist realizes that his license is liable 
to be revoked, it’s pretty certain he 
is going to be more careful of the 
way he drives.”

Col. G. O. Cress, com m andant at 
Columbus barracks, is the latest re ­ 
cipient of a w ar departm ent query 
about the "m ystery picture,” as he 
was formerly a 
m em ber 
of 
the 
Seventh cavalry, and post quarter­ 
m aster of F ort Riley, Kans., when 
the picture was supposed to have 
been shipped to th a t place in 1903 
from Camp A. G. F orse (now Fort 
Oglethorpe), Chickam auga, Ga. 
Painter Unknown. 
The original oil painting was by 
an artist whose record has not been 
handed down to 
posterity, 
whose 
name is said to be H. Steinegger. 
The painting was m ade from descrip­ 
tions of the scene of 
battle 
fur­ 
nished after the m assacre in which 
the famous cavalrym an and all of 
his own men were killed, and from 
the cryptic description of the battle 
given by the one loyal survivor, Cus­ 
te r’s Indian scout Curly. 
It was sold 
to the Anheuser-Busch Brewing com­ 
pany of St. IiOuis, and all those who 
frequented the brew ery in the old 
days cannot help but rem em ber the 
picture. 
F irst answ ers from inquiries sent 
out by tho w ar departm ent seemed 
to indicate th at the picture was with 
the Seventh cavalry a t F o rt Grant, 
Ariz., stored in the chapel of the 
fort, which also did duty as officers' 
club, and that w hen th a t contingent 
moved it left the 
picture

over the post, the chapel burned, 
those present at the tim e believing 
th at the painting burned w ith it.

The farm ers grew wise and be­ 
came money grabbers as m ost of 
the world seem s to have gone mad 
and would not sell except at fam ine 
rates, and ju st how m uch they now 
have in store it is difficult to judge, 
but the rice crops in ours and ad­ 
joining districts has com pletely fail­ 
ed, a m uch worse failure than two 
years ago, as there was a quarter to 
a half crop, but this year practically 
none. 
Shortage on Forage 
Also two years ago there was as 
much straw as usual for the cattle, 
but this year very little straw . 
We 
all hoped and prayed for rain till 
now too late, 
and 
already grain 
prices are the highest ever known 
in these parts, 
being 
only 
four 
m easures, or so. to the Rupee, w here­ 
as in norm al tim es ten to fourteen 
m easures to the Rupee. 
It appears 
that within a short time rice will 
sell a t only from two to three m ea­ 
sures. unless it can be shipped In 
cheaper from Burm ah, or other parts 
where there is a crop. 
Two years ago the distress' did 
not begin until some m onths later, 
but already children are coming to 
the orphanages, a dozen or m ore 
coming the past two weeks as well 
as widows for th at institution. 
Only 
yesterday a man cam e to us saying 
his family w ere starving and beg­ 
ging work which we are supplying 
from famine fund* left over and of 
course will do all possible to help, 
though I cannot see how the situa­ 
tion can be saved altogether this 
year in a fam ine far worse than two 
years ago as far as this d istrict is 
concerned.
